No clearance shall be grant- 
ed if upon an j' article so shipped the fees 
I and internal revenue taxes, or either shall 
only have been secured to be paid. Such 
fact shall be noted upon the manifest, and 
the proper officer at the port of destination 
of such vessel, shall hold the goods till all 
such taxes and fees shall be paid according 
to law and these regulations. 

■Or PLY STORES. 
Seventh — Persons desiring to keep a sup- 
ply store at any Btaos within an insurrec- 
tionary State shall make application there* 
for to the nearest officer of the Treasury 
Department, which application shall set 
forth that the applicant is loj'al to the Gov- 
ernment of the I nited States, and upon be- 
ing convinced of such loyalty a license for 
such supply store shall forthwith be grant- 
ed; and the person to whom the license is 
given shall be authorize to purchase goods 
at any other supply store within the insur- 
rectionary States or at such other point as 
be may select. The party receiving such 
license shall pay therefor the license fee 
presented by the Internal Revenue law.

Eighth— All articles of local production

f irst — That the restrict ons upon internal 
and domestic commercial intercourse be 
discontinued in such parts of the States of 
Tennessee, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
« :cr. .hna, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi, and so much of Louisiana as lies 
«*ast of the Mississippi river, as shall be 
embraced within the lines of National mil- 
itary occupation, excepting only such re- 
strictions as are imposed by actsofCon- 
gress and regulations in pursuance thereof, 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry, and approved by th<> President; and ex- 
cepting also from the dlccl of this order the 
following articles, contraband of war, to- 
w it: Arms, ammunition, and all articles 
from which ammunition is manufactured, 
gray uniforms and cloth, locomotives, cars, 
railroad iron and machinery for operating 
railroads, telegraph wires, "insulators and 
instruments for operating telegraph lines. 

Second— That all existing military and 
naval orders in any manner restricting do- 
mestic and coastwise commercial inter- 
course and trade in the localities above 
named, be, and the same are, hereby re- 
voked: and that no military or naval offi- 
cer in any manner interrupt or interfere 
with the same, or with auy boats or other 
vessels engaged therein under proper au- 
thority, pursuant to the regulations of the 
Secretary ot the Treasury.

Treasury Department, Tuesday, May 
9, 18»15. — With a view of carrying out the 
purposes ot the Executive as expressed in 
bis Kxecutive order, bearing date of April 
29. 1865, "To relieve all loyal c.tizens and 
well-disposed persons residing in insurrec- 
tionary States from unnecessary commer- 
cial restrictions, and to encourage them to 
return to peaceful pursuits,'' the following 
regulations are prescribed, and will here- 
after govern commercial intercourse be- 
tween the States of Tennessee, Virginia, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, and Louisi- 
ana, east of the Mississippi river, hereto- 
fore declared in insurrection and the loyal 
States. 

First -All commercial transactions under 
these regulations shall be conducted under 
the supervision of officers of customs and 
others acting as officers of customs. 

Second— Proh IBITEDA rtk lks.— The fol- 
lowing articles are prohibited, and none 
such will be allowed to be transported to or 
within any State heretofore declared in in- 
surrection, except on Government account, 
viz: arms, ammunition, all articles from 
which ammunition is manufactured, gray 
uniforms and c loth, locomotives, cars, rail- 
road iron, and machinery for operating 
railroads, telegraph wires, insulators, and 
instruments for operating telegraph lines. 

AMOUNTS OE PRODUCTS A LI. 
PLACES TO WHICH SUCH MA' 
PORTED. 

Third — It having been determined and 
agreed upon by the proper officers of the 
War and Treasury* Departments, in accord- 
ance with the requirements of section 9 of 
the Act of July 2, 1804, that the amount ot 
goods required to supply the necessities of 
the loyal persons residing in the insurrec- 
tionary States within the military lines of 
the United Slates forces, shall be an amount 
equal to the aggregate of the applications 
therefor, and that the places to which such 
goods may be taken, shall be all placed in 
such lines that may be named in the several 
applications for transportation thereto.

PRODUCTS OE AN INst EJUS - 
TIONARY STATE. 

Ninth— All cotton not produced by per- 
sons with their own labor or with the labor 
of freed men or others employed and paid 
by. them, must, before shipment to any 
port or place in a loyal State, be sold to and 
resold by an officer of the Government es- 
pecially* appointed for the purpose under 
regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
the Treasury and approved by the Presi- 
dent, and before allowing auy cotton or 
other product to lie ehipped, or granting 
clearance for any vessel, the proper cus- 
toms officer or other persons acting lis such, 
must require from the purchasing agent or 
the iuternal revenue officer a certificate that 
the cotton proposed to be shipped, has been 
resold by him, or that 2.5 per cent of the 
value thereof, has been paid to such pur- 
chasing agent in money, and that the cot- 
ton is thereby free from further fee or tax. 
If the cotton proposed to be shipped is 
claimed and proved to be the product of a 
'arson's own labor, or of freedmen or others 
employed and paid by them, the officer 
will require that the shipping lee of three 
cents per pound shall be paid or secured to 
be paid thereon. If any product other than 
cot'on is offered for shipment, the certifi- 
cate of the Internal Revenue officer that all 
internal tax.-s due tbereou has been collec- 
ted and paid must be produced prior to 
such products being shipped or cleared, and 
if there is no internal Revenue officer there 
such taxes shall be collected by the cus- 
toms officer, or be shall cause the same to 
be secured to be paid as provided in these 
regulations. 

INLAND TRANSPORTATION. 

Tenth— The provisions of these regula- 
u his, necessarily modified, shall be con- 
sidered applicable to all suipmeuts inland 
to or within the insurrectionary States by 
any means of transportation whatsoever. 

CHAKi.l>. 

Fleventh — Goods not prohibited may be 
transported to insurrectionary States free. 
The charges upon all products shipped or 
transported from an insurrectionary State 
other than upon cotton shall be the charges 
prescribed by the internal revenue laws. 
I'pon cotton other than that purchased and 
resold by the Government, 'A cents per 
pound, which must be credited by the offi- 
cer collecting, as follows, to-wit: "two cents 
per pound as the shipping fee. All cotton 
purchased and resold bv the Government 
shall be allowed to be transported free from 
all fees and taxes whatsoever. 

RECORDS TO BE KEPT. 

Twelfth — Full and complete accounts 
and records must be kept by all officers 
acting under these regulations of their 
transactions under them, in such manner 
and form as sball be prescribed by the 
« 'omniissioner of Customs. 

LOYALTY A REQUISITE. 

Thirteenth— No goods shall be sold in an 
insurrectionary State by or to, nor any 
transportation held with, any penpal or per- 
sons not loyal to the Government of the 
L" mted States. Proof of loyalty must be the 
taking and Bubseribiug the following oath 
or evidence, to be filed, that it, or otffe sim- 
ilar in purport aud meaning, has been 
taken, viz: 

I , do solemnly swear in presence of 

Almighty God that I will henceforth faith- 
fully support, protect and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, and all laws 
made in pursuance thereto. 

EORMEK REGULATIONS REVOKED. 

Fourteenth— These regulations shall take 
tlect, and be in force on and after the 10th 
day of May, ls&>, and shall supersede all 
other regulations and circulars heretofore 
prescribed by the Treasury Department 
concerning commercial intercourse between 
loyal and insurrectionary States, all of 
which are hereby rescinded and annulled.

BUCHANAN TO GOVERNOR WISE. 

[ Private.] 

Washington, 10th November, 185^.— My 
dear sir: On yesterday afternoon a gentle- 
man called to see me and presented his 
card, of which the following is a co] 
' Colonel James Patton, Patentee of 
ton's Solf-balancing Sasbraiser and Lock 
Combined. Postoffice Box No. 651, Troy, 
N. Y. Residence No. 88 Seventh street, 
Troy, N. Y." lie came with another gen- 
tleman. They remained a lew minutes 
during the hour of reception, and went 
away. After he had left, he returned and 
said he felt it his duty to make an impor- 
tant communication to me, and I told him 
to speak on. He said he knew a company 
of men had been formed in Troy to rescue 
John Brown, and he had no doubt they 
would make the attempt. I cross-ex- 
amined him closely, but he could give no 
satisfactory information on the subject, but 
still expressed bis conviction that such a 
company existed. I did not regard it ot 
uuy cousequence at the moment, nor do I 
now look upon it in a different light. Still, 
upon reflection, I deemed it best to state 
the circumstances to you. If it should do 
no good it can certainly do no harm. I 
have no doubt your active vigilance will 
prevent the danger of any rescue.

FERNANDO WOOD TO WISE. 

Vrv York, Nov. iJ, 185i».— My dear sir: 
Read this letter otor carefully, and, wheth- 
er concurring or not iu its view, believe it 
emanates from your friend, and a man who 
has a thorough knowledge of the pulse of 
the people of the free States. 

Your proceedings and conduct thus far, 
in the matter of the conspiracy at Harper's 
retry, meets with general approval, and 
elicits commendation from your enemies. 
The firmness and moderation which has 
characterized your course cannot be too 
highly applauded, and to-day you stand 
higher than any other man in the Union. 
Now, my friend, dare you do a bold thing, 
and "teinperjustico with mercy?" Have you 
nerve enough to send Brown to the State 
prison for life instead of hanging him? Or 
rather I should usk whether such a course 
would be consistent with your own sense of 
duty, for I know that this is the sole con- 
troller of your official conduct. Brown is 
looked upon here as the mere crazy or fool- 
hardy emissary of other meu. Circum- 
stances create a sympathy lor him even 
with the most ultra friends of the South. I 
am of this latter class, as by recent speeches 
you may have observed. No Southern 
man could go further than myself in be- 
half of Southern rights; but yet, were I 
the Governor of Virginia, Brown should 
not be hung, though Seward should be if I 
could catch him, and in such a course my 
conduct would be governed by s< und policy. 
The S mth will gain by showing that it can 
be maguanimous to a f tnatic in its power. 
We who fight its battles can gain largely by 
pointing to such an instance of "chivalry." 
You can judge of Southern sentiment bet- 
ter than myself; I can judge of Northern 
sentiment better than you. If the South 
will sustain such an act, the whole North 
will rise up en taa4.se to applaud it. 

I have thus briefly aud frankly discharged 
my duty as your friend, to give advice, un- 
der trying circumstances.

GOV. WISE TO FERNANDO WOOD. 

Richmond, V a., Nov. 4, 1859. — My dear 
sir: I have duly received aud weighed 
every word of your letter. I give it all credit 
for good motive and good morals, und 
M suggesting what, perhaps, is good policy. 
Now listen to me, for my mind is inflexibly 
made up. 

Had I reached Harper's Ferry before 
these men were captured (and I would have 
reached there in time had I been forwarded 
as I ought to have been from Washington 
and the Relay House), I would have pro- 
claimed martial law, hate stormed them in 
the quickest possible time, have given them 
no quarter, and if any had survived, I 
would ha\-e tried and executed them under 
sentence of court-martial. But I was too 
lute. The prisoners were captives, and I 
then determined to protect them to the ut- 
termost of my power, and I did protect 
them with my own person. I escorted them 
to prison, and placed around them such a 
force as to overawe lynch law. Every com- 
fort was given them by my orders. And 
they have been scrupulously afforded a fair 
and speedy trial, with every opportunity of 
defense for crimes which were openly per- 
]>etrated before the eyes of hundreds, and 
as openly confessed. They could escape 
conviction only by technical exceptions, 
and the chances for these they had to a 
greater degree by the expedition of prosecu- 
tion. Aud the crimes deliberately done by 
them are of the deepest and darkest kind, 
which can be committed against our peo- 
ple. Brown, the chief leader, has been le- 
gally and fairly tried and convicted, and 
ftdmtta the humanity of his treatment as a 
prisoner, the truth of the indictment, 
and the truthfulness of the witnesses 
against him. He has been allowed ex- 
cess of counsel, and the freedom of speech 
beyond any prisoner known to me in our 
trials. It was impossible not to convict 
him. He is sentenced to be bung; that is 
the sentence of a mild code, humanely ad- 
judged, and requires no duty from me ex- 
cept to see that it be executed. I have to 
sign no death-warrant. If the Executive 
interposes at all, it is to pardon; and to par- 
don him I have received petitions, prayers, 
threats from almost every free State in the 
Union. From honest, patriotic men, like 
yourself, many of them, I am warned that 
hanging will make him a martyr. Ah, will 
it? Why? The obvious answer to that 
question showB me above anything the ne- 
cessity for hanging him. You ask, "Have 
you nerve enough to send Brown to the 
State prison for life, instead of hanging 
him?'' Yes, if I didn't think he ought to 
be hung, and I would be inexcusable for 
mitigating his punishment, I could do it 
without flinching, without a quiver of mus- 
cle, against a universal clamor for his life. 
But was it ever known beiore that it would 
be impolitic for a State to execute her laws 
against the highest crimes, without bring- 
ing down upon herself the vengeance of a 
public Bentiment outside of her limits, and 
hostile to her laws? Is it so that it is wisely 
said to her that she had better spare a mur- 
derer, a robber, a traitor, because public- 
sentiment elsewhere will glorify an insur- 
rectionist with martyrdom? If so, it is 
time to do execution upon him and all like 
him. And I therefore say to j'ou, firmly, 
that I have precisely the nerve enough to 
let him be executed with the certainty of 
his condemnation. He shall be executed 
as the law sentences him, and his body 
sball be delivered over to surgeons, and 
await the resurrection without a grave iu 
our soil. I have shown him all the mercy 
which humanity can claim.

Letter from Johnsonville. 

Crops iu the South— Guerrillas— Speech 
by Judge Shackelford. 

Correspondence of the l ulon Preaa.] 

Johnsonville, Tenn., May 13. 
A somewhat protracted and serious ill- 
ness must be my principal excuse for not 
writing to you since some time in January. 
I was then in Smithland, Ky. The "great 
rebellion" was beginuing fairly to stagger 
under the heavy blows dealt by the Union 
army and navy. I think the defeat of 
Hood before Nashville will be considered 
by the historian as the "beginning of the 
end," although almost every successive act 
in the great tragedy has had its influence, 
and has pointed, unerringly, to the great 
result— the utter overthrow of the most di- 
abolical rebellion the world ever saw. 
"Pour yearn of failure,'" according to the 
Chicago convention, were just completed— 
when the last and most devilish act in this 
bloody tragedy was committed in tbo mur- 
der of our beloved President, and the at- 
tempted assassination Secretary Seward. 

The rebellion is fairly subdued, but it 
leaves agreat portion of the South in a chao- 
tic state bot h a* regard.* sock' y and law. The 
people are impoverished to a degree hardly 
credible. Many have land lett, but they 
have not so much as one poor mule with 
which they can plow. The result of the 
unsettled condition of labor and the want 
of animals will be a very short crop in 
many parts of the South, and consequent 
suffering during tbo coming year. 

The wisdom of statesmen and teachers 
will be taxed to the utmost for the next 
ten years if we are to gather the fruits of a 
regenerated South. Ignorance and preju- 
dice are both to be overcome, and law and 
order to be re-established. During my 
convalescence I recently visited some 
friends in northern Illino'.s, and I was 
struck with the contrast between that com- 
paratively new country and Kentucky or 
Tennessee. The whole county is laid off in 
Rectionsofa mile square, and at the cross 
:-i ■ ol-. every two miles apart, is a neat 
.scfwol-housc. That is one great cause (as 
well as result) of the great difference be- 
tween the property of that State and this. 
I have been in Kentucky and Tennessee 
over two years, and yet I cm say truthful- 
ly, that I never saw a public school-huusi bj 
either. I suppose there are such, but they 
have escaped my notice. 

Burt Hays and other guerrilla despera- 
does arestill committing some depredations 
upon the inhabitants of Hardin and adjoin- 
ing counties. I understand that he wants 
to take the oath and emit the business. 

Judge Shackelford, of Cla-ksville, made 
a good Union speech here yesterday morn- 
ing, advising the people to organize county 
governments, Ac, Jfcc. 

During the afternoon there was a sale of 
town lots In the embryo "city," but the re- 
sult 1 did not learn. 

Last eveuing three steamers came down 
from Eastport with a brigade (Spaulding's) 
of cavalry bound for St. Louis. 

Rebel soldiers are passing through hero 
daily on their way home. Yesterday a 
rebel brass band played us several airs. 
They went down to Paducah on the News

A RIDICULOUS FINALE.

It is true that Jeff is an arrant hypocrite, 
and we doubt if hypocrisy be not his most 
conspicuous trait.

and for ott ers who have been condemned 
by similar courts/ The Journal expresses 
a hope I bat the President will suspend the 
execution until the Supreme Court renders 
m det iston, and oljserves: "If it should sus- 
tain the jurisdiction of the Militarv Com- 
mission, grave doubts will be removed 
from the minds of many good and loyal 
men, aud public justice will not suffer by 
the delay; but if its decision should be ad- 
verse to the military jurisdiction, it will not 
be a pleasaut reflection to auy of us that 
these men were illegally executed, alt hough 
we may leel that they justly deserved death 
the hands of a coiujieleut tribunal."

This book has laid on our table for some 
time, and cerlainlv has deserved notice be- 
fore, but a press of other business has pre- 
vented our reading it till lately. 

1 1 is a biography of a woman known 
personally to many of our citizens, to whom 
she endeared herself while residing here, 
by her many excellent qualities of heart 
and intellect. It is made up mostly of ex- 
tracts from her own letters, strung upon a 
slender thread of biography from the pen 
of her brother, and is a very interesting ac- 
count of missionary labor* in China, with 
some slight sketches of Japan It is a story 
of a life s|>ent in earnest devotion to duty 
that has moved us to the highest admira- 
tion and respect. Though we do not al- 
ways sympathize with her in her religious 
views and scruples, her struggles are so 
touchingly shown forth, that we cannot 
help feeling that the dictates of conscience 
were to her an irresistible law. In spite of 
early training and the earnest remonstran- 
ces of her oldest and dearest friends, Bbe 
left the faitk ot her fathers, and the com- 
munion of their church to join that body ol 
christians whose doctrines she thought 
more in accordance with the teachings ol 
the Bible. To a woman of her keen sensi- 



bilities, every step was over thorns; but to 
her acute conscience no ties of association 



or friendship could be a restraint from the 
path of right. What seemed to her wrong 
could not be endured, though glossed ever 
so much by earthly love aud wordly inter- 
Living for a long time in the South, the 
workings of slavery seemed so deadly that 
she was outspoken in her denunciations >>\ 
it. This cost her her first love. A worth- 
less lover we may say, but yet to her a be- 
trothed husband. 

Yearning over the benighted heathen, 
-ingle-hearted, single-handed, she exiled 
herself to depart as a missionary to a pagan 
land from her country: from a country 
most dearly loved, and over whose trials in 
a wicked rebellion she shed many burniug 
teai s of pity and distress. But no disaster 
could be a cause of dispair to her, for faith 
always was illumining her future, and trust j 
in God made every prospect pleasant to her 
eyea. She died in July, l<y;u, bequeathing 
a bright example of truest womanhood to 
the world, through which she had passed 
as through a battle-field. 

The details of her strife with weakness 
and inclination are given in full in this 
book, and we cordially commend it to all 
who desire to know 

"How sublime a thing it is 
To suffer and be strong."

Our Frankfort Letter. 



Correrpondence sf tbe Vnlon Press.) 

Legislative Hall, May 16. 

My thoughts on arriving in Frankfort 
could only be described in the words beau- 
tiful, lovely, and charming, which fell from 
my lips on seeing it for the first time. It 
seemed as though I had dropped at last in- 
to the long looked for garden— the beauti- 
ful Kden. Surrounded as it is on all sides 
by lovely hills covered with verdure, and 
with the placid Kentucky coursing along 
its side, I could not help exclaiming, 
"What a misery it must be to those who 
cannot see the worxs of nature." The ci'y 
is not very large, considering it is the State 
capital, and that it is the priucipal point of 
attraction for several months of the year. 

There seems to be a very considerable in- 
flux of strangers to this place at the present 
time, and mostly on account of the Interest 
attached to the trial of the Hon. Joshua F. 
Bullitt, Judge of the Supreme Court ot 
Kentucky. Speaking with several of the 
honorable members of both houses, I over- 
heard one or two say that they do not know 
whether there would be a trial or not, as 
there is a rumor that he has resigned aud 
so fooled the Legislature at the last mo- 
ment. It is also stated that if it should 
prove true that he has resigned, or at least 
offered to do so, that the resignation will 
not »>e accepted, but that he will be brought 
to trial. 

It is expected that the Constitutional 
amendment will also be brought up again 
during the preseut session, and that now, 
us we can see the dawning of peace, that 
some of those laws called for by the emer- 
gency, will be either modified or totally re- 
pealed. 

As I sit in these halls, that have so often 
echoed the tones of Yeamau, Lowry aud 
others, I cannot help but think how near 
Governor Magoffin was being drawn into 
tbe vortex of rebellion, but it was decreed 
otherwise. 

It is now nearly noon, the hour appointed 
for meeting, and I can only see about thirty- 
five or forty members present, and no in- 
dications of a quorum. In the Senate the 
same thing is to be seen. The members ex- 
pect to have a busy and a long session, and 
have come prepared for work, and many ol 
them determined to regenerate Kentucky 
from the cur^e of slavery. I understand 
that there is to be a new militia law pre- 
sented, and will send you a synopsis in a 
day or two. 

Now turuiug from the Legislative halls, 
I must give you a slight description of my 
journey from Louisville to Frankfort. We 
left Louisville at 0 A. M. and sped aloug 
merrily, stopping at several minor stations 
before reaching here at l>:3u A. M. this 
morning. The ground seemed as if it were 
thankful for tUe late rains, and although 
they have materially retarded the planting 
of corn, oats, and other cereals which 
ought to have been planted some time since, 
still the crops, as far as planted, look fine 
and promising, and I have no doubt we 
will have a large though late crop. The 
fruit trees seemed loaded with blossoms, 
and do not. look as If the frost had in the 
least impaired them. The appearance of 
the country seems like an omen of our 
future springing up afresh after a severe 
storm. God grant that it may be so. 

As I write, more members are coming in, 
and the prospects of organization seem to 
be u little brighter. Port Royal.

THE ASSASSINATION TRIAL. 
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Further Important Developments. 
The Court Visit Ford's Theater.

The Conspiracy Trial— Proceedings of 
the Court— Further Testimony. 

New York, May 1»J. — The following is a 
summary of tho conclusion of the testimo- 
ny taken on Monday. The further exam- 
ination of the witness J. P. Early elicited 
no new facts concerning the intimacy of 
O'Laughlin and Booth. 

Lieut. Henderson testified that he saw 
O'Laughlin in Washington April 14, and 
that he told him that be had tin engage- 
ment to see Booth that day. 

S. R Strugg testified that O'Laughlin was 
intimate with Booth; saw them talking 
about the first of April; there was a third 
party, and when he approached O'Laughlin 
look me aside and said Booth was busy 
with his friend talking privately. In cross 
examination he said he mi-ht have asked 
O'Laughlin to take a drink, to which he 
answered in the way stated. 

David Stanton said he saw O'Laughlin 
the night before the, murder at the bouse of 
the Secretary of War; he was standing on 
the stoop, aud asked me where the Secre- 
tary of War was; I tcld him he was stand- 
ing on tbe stoop. O'Laughlin remained 
there till I requested him to go off. When 
I pointed the Secretary out he did not go to 
him. 

D. C. Reed testified that he saw John H. 
Surratt in Washington the day of the assas- 
sination; bowed to hi:u and received a bow 
in return. He noticed that he wore spurs 
at the time. 

Peter Slatterwell testified that Booth came 
to his restaurant next to the theater the 
night of the murder about 10 o'clock, and 
took a drink of whisly; he then went out 
and in h or 10 minute* after he heard of the 
assassination of the President. I saw Bar- 
rold the same night ov the night before. He 
inquired for Booth. It was between 7 ands 
oclock. 

S. M. Dve testified Mat he was sitting in 
front of Ford's t eater about !> P. M. on 
the night of the 14th of April, and saw an 
elegantly dressed mau come out of the the- 
ater and talk to two rough looking persons; 
heard the well dressed one say, "1 thiuk bs 
will come out now," referring he supposed 
to the President; he then went into tbe sa- 
loon, staid long enough to get a drink, came 
up as if ho was becoming intoxicated, and 
whispered to the roughest looking man aud 
went into tbe passage that leads from the 
stage; then tbe smallest one stepped upjust 
as the well dressed tne appeared aguiu,aud 
calledout the lime; he started up street and 
remained awhile, and came down again, 
and again called tbe time; presently he 
came and called tkfl time again, louder 
than before; 1 1 link itwas 10 minutes after 10; 
he then started on a fast walk up the street; 
the best dressed man then went inside the 
theater; thisone the witness recognized as 
Booth from his photograph; he also said if 
the prisouer Spang.'er had a moustuche he 
would take him for the rough looking man. 

Rufus Stable, keeper of a livery stable, 
testified to the intimacy of Booth, Surrat, 
and Atzurat. Atzurattold him Surrat early 
in April had been to Richmond, and coming 
back got into a difficulty, and that detec- 
tives were after him. 

James H. Humphreys, livery stable 
keeper, also testitied to the intimacy be- 
tween Booth and Surrat. 

The testimony taken before the doors 
were opened to the reporters for the press 
includes that of a man who was iu the 
rebel service, and which went to show that 
as early as 1M8 Booth and others contem- 
plated the murder of the President, also 
the burning of Northern cities. Secret 
meetings were held consisting ot rebel offi- 
cers, at which Booth was present, and the 
assassination was freely spoken of in the 
streets of Richmond. 

Others testified that they had seen Booth 
in company with Clay, Halcomb, Thomp- 
son, and others in Canada. 

Capt. T. McGovern elescribeel the assassi- 
nation, and said though he knew B<x>thhe 
did not recognize him as the man tliat 
went into the President's box and after- 
wards jumped on the stage. 

Major II. R. Rathbone, who was in the 
President's box, Tead the statement he 
made and which was published shortly al- 
ter the assassination: he didn't kuow 
Booth, nor could he recognize the assassin 
in his photograph. 

William Withers, Jr., musician at Ford's 
Theater, met the assassin under the stage 
and was forced aside by bis striking at him 
with a knife; he recognized in the assassiu, 
Booth, who rushe d out of the back door of 
the theater. Ho didn't see Spangler that 
night. 

Spangler ought to have been there to 
change the scenes. The route Booth took 
to get out of the theater was entirely unob- 
structed. Sometimes there wear so many 
peopl« that one can't pass, but that night 
even-thing seemed clear, which was un- 
usual. Didn't recollect ever seeing Spang- 
ler wear a moustache. 

Joe Simmons, colored, employed at Ford's 
Theater, testifieel he saw Booth on the back 
part of the stage, between 5 and »i o'clock on 
the 14th, he saw him next when he jumped 
from the box to the stage. When he went 
out in the evening he invited Spangler out 
to take a drink. Booth and Spangler were 
quite intimate. Spangler used to attend to 
Booth's horses when Booth was away. 
Spangler's position on the stage was on the 
right hand as you face the audience, oppo- 
site the President's box. 

Spangler was on the stage attending to 
his duty as usual that night. Do not ro- 
member seeing him during the second act; 
saw him walking about looking at the per- 
formance during the first act; never saw him 
wear a moustache. 

John Miles (colored) employed in the 
theater, testified that Bex>th brought a horse 
from the stable to the back door of the 
theater, and called for Ned Spangler, on the 
night of the murder about 9 or 10 o'clock, 
three times; alter that idn't see Booth, but 
beard horses feet going out the alley. 
About .1 o'clock in the eveniug saw Booth 
come from tho stable where he kept his 
horse with Ned Spangler and Jos. Maddox. 
The stable is not over 50 yards from the 
theater. Spangler was pushing a scene 
when Booth called for him. A boy called 
John Peanut held the horse. Spangler ran 
across the stage when Booth called. Span- 
gler appeared familiar with Booth. I saw 
Spangler rather outside the door. Booth 
went out after the President was shot, I 
asked Spangler who it was that held the 
horse. He told me not to say anything. I 
knew it was the same person who brought 
tbe horse there that rode him away; 
[Spangler appeared excited] never saw 
him wear a moustache; taw Booth with 
several others that evening between 4 and 
5 P. M. drinking; I saw Mud, Spangler, 
Madox, and Booth; Madox askea me to 
drink, which I did; Booth aakeel Spangler to 
help him; he went right behind the scenes. 

The Judge Advocate remarked that it 
would be necessary lor the court to under- 
stand the locality of the interior of the 
theater to visit it, and therefore they would 
meet there this (Tuesday) morning at 9 
o'clock. 

The court then adjourned to 10 o'clock 
Wednesday morning. 

Washington, May 16. — Among tbe wit- 
nesses examined in the assaaaination trial 
to-day waa Mr. Browing, Private Secretary 
of T»rea!dant Johnson, who said that on tha 



evening of the assassination he found in 
his letter box a card addressed to President 
Johnson with the words upon it: 

"Don't wish to disturb you; are you at 
home. J. Wilkes Booth." 

Major Knox and Sergt. Hutter testified 
that on the 13th of April tbe residence of 
the Secretary of War waa illuminated in 
honor of the recent victories; that Orant, 
his wife and others were in the house at the 
time; O'Laughlin, whom the witnesses iden- 
tified, had intruded into the house, and in 
response to a question said he was a law- 
yer and very well acquainted with Secre- 
tary Stanton. O'Laughlin appeared to be 
very drunk, and made especial inquiry to 
have a look at Gen. Grant. This was about 
9 o'clock. 

Dr. Stone testified as to the condition of 
President after the shooting. The ball ex- 
tracted from the head was exhibited and 
he identified il by the initials A. L., which 
he had scratched upon it with a penknife. 

Sergt. Cobb, who on the night of the as- 
sassination was on duty at the navy yard 
bridge, testified as to Booth and his com- 
panion passing into Maryland. Booth on 
being challenged, said he waa going to bis 
house In the country", near Greenstown. 
The pistol picked up in the box was pro- 
duced in court and identified. 

Lieut. Lovatt, who went in pursuit of the 
assassin, gave an interesting account of 
overtaking him, and or the conduct of Dr. 
Mudd, who dressed Booth's leg. The boot 
which was cut from Booth's leg was pio- 
duced in court. Inside was written J. 
Wilkes. Officer Lloyd, who went in pur- 
suit of the fugitives, said Dr. Mudd at first 
denied seeing them, but alterwarels ref- 
lected it was Booth's limb which be had set, 
the latter being somewhat disguised. 

Washington, May It i. — The court paid 
an informal visit at 9:30 o'clock to the scene 
of the President's murder. Nothing is 
changed there. On reassembling in the 
court room the prisoners were brought into 
the dock, ond many eyes were instinctively 
turned toward Spangler, who sat down 
listlessly and leaned against the wall star- 
ing vacantly during the readiug of the 
re>cord. 

David Stanton was permitted to attend 
the record of his testimony. In answer to 
the question, did he ask iu regard to Gen. 
(iraut? he said the man did aslc for Grant, 
and also said he was a lawyer, and knew 
Stanton well. 

Examination of J. Barra alias Peanuts. — 
He is connected with Ford's theater; attend- 
ed to the stage iloor, and carried bills in 
the daytime; attended to Booth's horse; 
knew him while he kept hia horse in the 
the stable in the alley nack of the theater. 
Saw him on the evening of the murder 
bringing a horse into the stable. About 8 
o'clock he hallooed for Spangler, who went 
to the stable. Booth asked him for a halter 
and he went for one. Thought Maddox 
was theie too. Saw Booth again on the 
stage that night. Didn't see him 
when he camo with his horse between 
nine nnd ten o'clock. Saw the horse 
at the door when Spangler called 
out to hold him; heard a man call Ned and 
tell Spangler that Booth wanted him; I held 
the horse, Spangler gave him to me to hold; 
I told him I had to attend to my door; he 
said if there was anything wrong to lay the 
blame on him; heard report of the pistol; 
when Booth came out he told me to give 
him his horse; he knocked me down with 
the butt of his knife; he rode off iuimedi- 
i tely; I was in the President's box that 
afternoon; Harry Ford put flags around 
the box; Spangler was in the box with me; 
he damued the President and Grant; I told 
him he shouldn't curse a man in that way, 
he did him no harm; he said he ought to be 
cursed lor getting so many men killed; he 
didn't say he wUhed anything done to 
(iratit and the President. Do you know the 
way Booth went out after he jumped off the 
President's box? No, sir; I was out at the 
time; don't know which entrance he ran 
through; he wasn't about the theater much; 
he came sometimes; he entered generally 
ou Tenth street; the stable iMbout 200 feet 
from the back entrance ot the theater; the 
first scene in the third act was being played 
when 1 went to hold the horse; he had only 
one horse there. 



Foreiffu News. 

Nkw York, May hi.— The following is 
some additional foreign news by the late 
arrival : 

Among the latest demonstrations was the 
great meeting of the working men of Lon- 
don. Iu addition to the resolutions of con- 
solance, they adopted one rejoicing in the

The Times has a friendly and hopeful 
editorial upon the speeches of Sir F. Bruce 
and President Johnson, which it regards as 
fresh, and earuest of amity; says Johnson's 
language is pacific and statesmanlike, and 
will meet with response in England.

Iu the House of Lords Bavensworth 
questioned Lord Derby as to the meaning 
of his expression, that Southerners, if con- 
nected with the murder, committed worse 
than crime? — a blunder. 

Lord Derby said he did not see how his 
expression could be so wrongfully inter- 
preted, he used the well known political 
aphorism of Talleyrand to simply convey 
his meaning, that Southerners by sanction- 
ing what was not only highly immoral, 
would also approve that which could do 
nothing but inflict the most serious Injury 
on their political cause.

He-organization iu Mississippi— Address by 
Got. ciark — He Calls the " 
Together— Convention Called. 

ViCKSBURfi, May 9, via Cairo, May 16. 
— Gov. Clark, of Mississippi, has issued an 
address to 4he people stating that General 
Dick Taylor had surrendered all the forces 
east of the Mississippi river, with all gov- 
ernment cotton, cmartermaster and com- 
missary and other stores. All officers and 
persons having in possess on public stores 
will be held in strict accountability, and 
embezzlers arrested. 

The Legislature has beeu called to meet 
on the ISth of May, aud will doubtless or- 
der a State convention. State officers are 
directed to immediately return to Jackson 
with the archives of the State. County offi- 
cers are enjoined to be vigilant in preserv- 
ing, and sheriffs are empowered to call out 
a posse comitatus, and the militia will keep 
arms for this purpose. He aaya the State 
laws must be enforced as they now are un- 
til repealed, and masters will be held re- 
sponsible, as heretofore, for the protection 
and conduct of their slaves. He earnestly 
advises all citizens to unite in the preserva- 
tion of peace, arrest robbers and marau- 
ders; and to fearlessly adhere to the for- 
tunes of the State, nnd meet facts with for- 
titudo and common sense. He believed 
this address will materially hasten the re- 
organization o» the State Government. 

Gen. Dana called a convention for reor- 
ganization, but the time was too short for 
full represenation, and efforts are being 
made to postpone it to a more distant day, 
and nave it meet at Jackson instead of 
Vickaburg.

Evidence Against the Persons Charged 
with Being Concerned iu the Assassina- 
tion— Charge t > a Grand Jury. 

New York, May 16. — The Commercial's 
apecial says the evidence of the guilt of the 
prisoners at the conspiracy trial appears so 
conclusive as to completely check the cur- 
rent of sympathy in their favor, produced 
by the proposed secret trial. It is said that 
the prisoners are warned by the counsel to 
abandon all hope. They appear utterly 
broken down. 

Reverdy Johnson takes but little part in 
the trial. He is preparing an elaborate ar- 
gument challenging the jurisdiction of the 
court. 

It is now proposed to substitute a street 
parade of the returned armies in Washing- 
ton before the President for a grand review. 

The Post's special says Judge Loud, of 
Baltimore, yesterday charged a Grand 
Jury that persons sitting in military com- 
missions f r the trial of citizens <>t Mary- 
land, not connected with the army or the 
navy, are liable to indictment.

Examination of the Attempt to Introduce 
Malignant Fever Into Northern Cities. 

Nkw Ton. May Hi.— The Bermuda Ad- 
vocate of the 26th ult. contains a report of 
the preliminary examination of the plot to 
introduce yellow fever into our Northern 
cities. This examination has resulted in 
the committal of a resident of the Island 
named Swan, on the charge of having con- 
spired with one Blackburn to take charge 
of certain trunks containing inf ctive cloth- 
ing, for the purpose of having them for- 
warded to New York, Philadelphia, and 
other cities, with the object of there intro- 
ducing the yellow fever. Blackburn, whose 
hailing points were Halifax, Qucl.ec, and 
the Cliflou House, Niagara Falls, Canada 
side, made liberal promises to Swan pro- 
vided the contract was fully carried out. 
The funds were to be supplied freely from 
the Confederate exchequer; and meanwhile 
Blackburn himself was to retire to Halifax 
ami watch the progress of events until the 
opening of spring, when the season would 
probably be more favorable to the spread 
of the infective disease. 

From North Carolina. 

Gkkensuoro, N. C, May 14.— Schofleld's 
order declaring slaves in this State free has 
created much consternation, as the labor of 
tbe slave was wanted to put in the spring 
crop, and the slaves refused to work, claim- 
ing their masters owed them a living. 

Major General Cox, of the '.Ski corps, has, 
howe'ver, reassured the people by telling 
them that tbe slaves will be obliged to work 
to support them. 

Hon. J. A. Gilmer has commenced divid- 
ing his lands among his slaves, furnishing 
them with facilities to work with. Will 
other masters follow his example ?

Members of the Military Commission Visit 
the Scene of the Assassination. 

Washington, May 16. — The members of 
the military court this morning visited 
Ford's Theater to obtain more intelligible 
information concerning the scene of the as- 
sassination, und various points iu that con- 
nection. On assembling at the court room 
at a quarter past 11 o'clock, this morning, a 
large amount of the evidence taken before 
the commission was read over and this was 
not finished at the recess this afteruoon. 

Jeff. Davis— No Hopes of a Pardon fur 
Him. 

Nkw York, May 16. — The Washington 
correspondent of the Post says the next 
great triil will be Jeff". Davis', who will 
soon airive here. It is rumored that he 
will have to stand trial as an accomplice in 
the murder of Mr. Lincoln. If that charge 
against him should be abandonee!, he will 
be tried for treason. It is difficult to see 
how he is to escape with his life, anel sym- 
pathizers here abandon all hope of a par- 
don, as the President has repeateelly an- 
nounced his intention to execute tbe laws 
upon the leaders. Of course, if Davis gets 
a pardon no one else will be executeel. 

Bowles aud Milligan Respited— Sentence 
of Horsey Commuted. 

Indianapolis, May 16. — A dispatch from 
Washington to Gen. Hovey announces a 
suspension of the execution of Bowles and 
Milligan until the first of June, and a com- 
mutation of Horsey's sentence to imprison- 
ment tor life.

Washington, May 16.— The Secretary of 
War requested him to go, and he went. 
This waa about half-past 10 o'clock. 
O'Laughlin did not say what his business 
was, and did not appear to have any. There 
was a large crowd of people there, and a 
band waa serenading the Secretary of War 
and General Grant. 

Peter Slatterwell testified he kept a res- 
taurant near Ford's Theater. About 10 
o'clock on the night of the 14th of April a 
man called for some whisky, and after 
drinking went out hastily. About 8 or 10 
minutes afterward heard* the President was 
assassinated. Either on that night or tbe 
night before Harrold stopped iu and in- 
quired for Booth. 

Jas. M. Dye testified --Saw several sus- 
picious-looking persons iu front of Ford's 
Theater at half-past nine o'clock on the 
night of the 14th of April. One was ele- 
gautly dressed; two others somewhat rougb 
in appearance. About the end of the second 
act the well-dressed man said to the others, 
"I tnink he will come out soon." Soon af- 
ter this man Btepped in the saloon aud took 
a drink. When he came out he whispered 
to a rough lookiug man and then went into 
ihe passage leading from the stage to the 
street. The smallest of the three called out 
the time, and a well dressed one appeared 
and called it again, and finally a third time 
louder than be called before. "Ten min- 
utes past ten." The best dressed man then 
went into the theater. The small man 
started up street at a fast walk. Soon a 
man eaine running out, saying lbe Presi- 
dent was shot. Witness identified tbe well- 
dressed nran as Booth by comparing him 
w ith the photograph, lie thought if Spangler 
had a mustache, he would exactly resemble 
tberough-lookiug asan hesawai the theater. 
G. M. Buckingham, door-keeper at Ford's 
Theater— knew Wilkes Booth. On tbe night 
of the 14th I e saw Booth enter the theater, 
and soon after saw him jump on tbe stage. 
He was certain Spangler did not enter the 
theater from the front on that night.

The FfxioD Abating.— The River was 
falliug very slowly yesterday, rather* too 
slow for the denizens along the inundated 
districts, having rereded at dark only about 
six inches altogether at this point. Tbe 
weather continues dry, and it was very 
warm all day. the thermometer ranging 
over 80 in tbe shade. 

The river is kept up by the influence of 
the late freshet from Pittsburg, where the 
rise was high and sudden though doing no 
material damage. It was falling fast at 
Pittsburg yesterday, with only eight feet 
water in tbe channel. 

At Cincinnati there were 50 feet water in 
the channel, and we report the same chan- 
nel depth here at the foot of the falls. The 
ri . er will commence falling fast here to-day 
aud relieve the residents along water street, 
who have been inundated twice this yaar. 

The Ruth, Capt. Geo. Pegram's great 
boat, has her departure to New Orleans de- 
ferred until Thursday evening. She is at 
tbe upper wharf and was yesterday engag- 
ed in receiving a vast amount of stores and 
forage from tbe Government warehouse at 
the foot ot Second street. 

Passengers or shippers to New Orleans or 
way points are hereby reminded that the 
Ruth, the only Louisville boat in the trade, 
takes her departure to-morrow, Thursday 
evening, from the city wharf.

She towed the Crescent City, full of passen- 
gers, from Eastport to Paducab, and we in- 
vite attention to the highly complimentary 
card of tbe passengers to Capt. Varble. it 
will be found in another column.
